15 JAPS GET 
PRISON TERMS 


Tokyo, Jan. 3 (ZP)—Fifteen Jap­ 
anese. including the war time mili­ 
tary police chief and several former 
generals, drew heavy prison sen­ 
tences today for killing 45 captured 
American fliers. 
Twelve others were acquitted by 
a U. S. Eighth Army commission. 
The trial lasted five months. 
Among those who drew the heavi­ 
est sentences—life in prison—were: 
Lt. Gen. Sanji Okida, commander of 
the military police headquarters; Lt. 
Get. Michio Kunitake, chief of staff 
of the 15th District Army; MaJ. Gen. 
Tsugio Nagatomo, commander of the 
Central District military police; Lt. 
Col. Hideo Fujioka, chief of police 
affairs for the Central Army district, 
and Maj. Shuichi Ikoma, chief of 
the foreign affairs division of the 
Central District. 
Lt. Gen. Eitaro Uchiyama got 40 
years and Lt. Gen. Otogoro Ishida 
was sentenced to one year in prison. 
The others drew terms ranging down 
to one year. 
Of the 53 American who died, 37 
were shot, six were poisoned and two 
wfere beheaded. Eight died in prison.

29,547 Legal Deer 
Killed In Penna. 


Harrisburg, Jan. 3 (ZP) — Deer 
hunters killed 29,547 legal bucks 
during the 13-day 1948 season, the 
state Game Commission said in a 
preliminary report today. 
Another 1,996 bucks and 2,530 does 
were killed illegally, making a grand 
total of 34,073 killed by gunfire dur­ 
ing the season, the commission said. 
It added, however, that the report 
was made up only of figures from 
area game wardens, and would not 
be official until individual tabula 
tions from hunters are completed. 
The report also showed that an­ 
other 3,697 deer were killed by cars 
along state highways during the 
past year. Commenting on the 1948 
kill, Thomas Frye, executive direc­ 
tor of the commission, said "it was 
better than antieiapted." 
The bag during 1947 consisted of 
31.475 bucks and 63568 does. There 
was no doe season in 1948. 


Damage To Big Ship 
Delays New Sailing 


Southampton, Eng., Jan. 3 (ZP)— 
The sailing of the Queen Mary for 
New York, scheduled for today, has 
been delayed until tomorrow because 
of damage done to the giant liner 
when she ran aground off Cherbourg 
Saturday. 
The Cunard White Star line an­ 
nounced repairs to the damaged hull 
were being made from inside the 
vessel although that part of the 
ship is under water. 
Although tile repairs are of 
"minor nature,” tile officials said 
they couldn’t be completed in time 
for the vessel's scheduled depart­ 
ure with today’s noon tide. 


Kashmir Fighting 
Ended In India 


New Delhi, India, Jan. 3 </P>—The 
Indian defense ministry has reported 
the end of fighting between Indian 
and Pakistani forces in the princely 
state of Kashmir.

f o r T h o s e W h o L ik e P e a c h e s 
According to the census of 1890. 
the three Pacific coast states—Cali­ 
fornia. Oregon and W ashington— 
produced only 5 percent of the total 
peach crop. Last year (1947) these 
three states produced slightly more 
than 444 percent of the nation’s 
peach crop. Tile actual meaning of 
this trend is serious for the east­ 
ern consumer as well as Hie eastern 
farmer. In fact, the seriousness of 
a 60-year shifting of one crop so 
far across the nation deserves im­ 
mediate consideration. 
First among the evils of seen in 
♦his 
production 
movement is the 
fact that eastern consumers musf 
pay heavy transportation charges 
on the Pacific Coast peaches he 
eats. Nex4 these peaches m ust be 
harvested green, shipped green ana 
arrive at the eastern m arket green 
Therefore, 
the 
consumer 
never 
enjoys a high quality peach, regard­ 
less of the size, perfection of ap­ 
pearance and other minor superi­ 
orities. Then too, the eastern grow­ 
er or potential grower is denied the 
market 
revenue rightly belonging 
to him And above all. due to freight 
and 
lower 
peach quality of 
the 
western 
peaches, consumption 
re­ 
mains below w arranted levels 
Peaches, like raspberries and othei 
bramble 
fruits, 
strawberries, 
and 
other 
per billable 
crops, are ‘ best 
grown In the farm ing region closely 
adjacent to consum er markets. Even 
Georgia and C arolina peaches can­ 
not be placed on northern m arkets 
safely with harvesting them before 
they are ripe. 
The solution of this unfavorable 
production situation lies mainly in 
a 
return 
to self-sustenance fruit 
growing — every 
farm 
producing 
enough fruit to m eet family needs, 
with a sm all m arketable surplus in 
legions where urban dem ands justi­ 
fy. It appears logical th a t m ast of 
cur peaches should be grown within 
no more than IOO to 300 miles of 
our great urban centers. 
Farmers who plan to set out at 
least enough peach trees to safe­ 
guard the fam ily's future require­ 
ments for the im m ediate table use, 
canning and drying, may prepare 
the soil before rainier and trans­ 
plant high quality nursery trees as 
early in M arch as soil ana weather 
conditions perm it. O r trees may be 
set out as late this m onth as passi­ 
ble. 
A few trees for home production 
may be planted along fertile fence 
rows or in other well drained and 
deeply mellow loams, ii is always 
a wLse choice to locate commercial 


I reach orchards on slopes where cold 
air may drain away to reduce d a n ­ 
gers of late spring freezes. 
Cultivation 
is usually necessary 
for peach orchards. Therefore, tree 
rows should be made according to 
the contour so tillage will not re­ 
m it in gullying. Of course, sod m ulch 
for peaches is practicable, but in 
most cases a green 
m anure 
crop 
turned under every few years is a 
profitable investm ent rn tree vigor j 
and productiveness. In fact, one of I 
the leading causes of the decline of 
peach growing over the last fifty 
years on m any hill farm s of the 
East Is found in the impoverished 
soils 
left 
from former 
orchards j 
where contour 
planting was 
not; 
practiced and surface erosion car- j 
ried away much of the fertile Mil.! 
Such orchards, of course, were never 
replanted. W inter cover crops are 
necessary 
and advisable wherever i 
peach soils slope enough to invite 
erosion.
